In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusette,  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said 
Town,  qualified  to  vote  i-i  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to 
meet  at  the  North  Church  Vestry  in  said  Town,  on  February 
the  second,  1925  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

ART.  T  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

ART.  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  town  officers 
and  committees,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year,  the  following  to  be  on  one  ballot:  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  two  selectmen  for  one  year,  one  Assessor  for  three 
years  and  one  for  one  year,  one  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  one  Cemetery 
Commissioner  for  three  years.  Tree  Warden  for  one  year, 
Tax  Collector  for  one  year,  and  three  Constables  for  one  year. 
Also  to  bring  in  ballots  Yes  or  No,  in  answer  to  the  following- 
question  :  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  certain  non- 
intoxicating  beverages  in  this  Town  ? 

ART.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  l)orrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  th.e  municipr'  '-ear  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  tax,  and  to  issue  a  nuio  or  notes 
hereafter  payable  within  one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred 
under  this  note  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes  oi  said  municipal 
year,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
$150.  for  Memorial  Day  exercises,  the  same  to  be  paid  to,  and 
expended  by  G.  A.  R.  Post  171,  or  act  therein. 


ART.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Tree  Warden  in  care  and 
preservation  of  shade  trees,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  employ  a  school  physician  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  502,  Act  of  1900,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropiiate  the 
sum  of  $1867.50  to  pay  the  interest  and  twenty-third  bond  of 
Bennetts  Meadow  Bridge  debt. 

ART.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1270.00  to  apply  on  High  School  and  Memorial  Hall 
debt,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2500,  for  lighting  the  streets,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  oiling  or  using  some  other  material  to  lay 
the  dust  on  the  principal  streets,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year, 
or  act  thereon. 

ART.  13,  To  determine  the  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector,  or 
act  thereon. 

ART.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  empower  the  Selectmen 
to  defend  the  Town  in  any  suit  brought  against  the  Town,  or 
act  thereon. 

ART.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  care  and  preservation  of  cemeteries,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Div- 
ision of  Highways,  for  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  roads 
and  highwavs  exclusive  of  State  Highways,  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.  per  mile  for  that  purpose,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in  regard 
to  locating  and  building-  a  Town  Hall  or  raise  and  appropri- 
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ate  any  sum,  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  same  or  pass  any 
vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  any  sum 
of  money  that  may  be  appropriated  under  the  foregoing  ar- 
ticle, or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $125.  to  be 
paid  to  the  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  in  accord- 
ance with  provisions  of  and  for  the  purpose  of  Chapter  128, 
Section  45  of  Ceneral  Laws,  or  for  the  support  of  demon- 
stration work  under  thedirection  of  the  agent  or  instructors 
of  Trustees  on  land  owned  by  the  town  or  any  resident  there- 
of, or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  a  director  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  128,  Section  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  to  serve  one  year  or  pass  any  vote  or 
votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  extermination  of  the  Gypsy 
Moth,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  pay  the  unpaid  bills  of  1924,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  Community  Nurse, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ART.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Highway  Department,  to  improve 
the  approach  to  Holton  Street  from  Main  Street,  or  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ART.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  repair  and  paint  the  West  North 
field  School  house,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  z  /.lorize  the 
School  Board  to  relocate  the  Mountain  School,  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  the  i^urchase  of  real 
estate  and  the  adaptation  of  an  existing  structure,  or  act 
thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  install  three  Street  Lights  on  Maple 
Street,  to  extend  the  Lights  about  to  the  Holton  driveway,  or 
act  thereon. 

ART.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  install  one  electric  light  on  Birnam 
Road,  so-called,  and  the  corner  of  North  Lane  and  Birnam 
Road, 

ART.  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  install  three  Street  Lights  on  East 
Street,  between  Warwick  Avenue  and  Maple  Street,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  install  four  Street  Lights  on  War- 
wick Avenue>  between  the  residences  of  F.  E.  Atwood  and  T.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  any 
part  of  the  Old  Wendell  road,  so-called,  or  take  any  action 
thereto. 

ART.  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  stone  or  gravel  crusher, 
or  act  thereon. 

ART.  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  new  car  for  the  District 
nurse,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ART.  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate

To  see  if  the  Town  will  v^ccept  a  Buick  chassis 
which  the  firemen  have  bought  and  equipped  with  their  own 
money  for  the  purpose  of  mounting  the  two  large  chemical 
tanks,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ART.  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  repair  the  Bennetts  Meadow  Bridge,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

ART.  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
$500.  for  a  reserve  fund  for  the  current  year. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrent  by  posting  up 
attested  copies  thereof  at  the  Post  Offices  in  Northfield,  East 
Northfield,  Northfield  Farms,  West  Northfield,  and  at  the 
School  House  in  District  No.  6,  seven  days  at  least  before  the 
time  of  holding^  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrent,  with 
your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  as  aforesaid.

For  the  benefit  of  the  ov^mers  and  keepers  of  dogs  the  fol- 
lowing extract  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  submitted. - 

General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  137.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  dogf  which  is  three  months  old  or  ov^er  shall  an- 
nually, on  or  before  March  thirty-first  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first 
day  of  April  following.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed 
-dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly 
marked  with  its  Ozvner's  Name  and  its  registered  number. 

Section:  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  may  at  any  time 
have  it  licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following,  and  a 
person  who  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  after  April 
first,  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
a  dog  three  months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year, 
shall,  when  iit  is  three  months  old,  cause  it'  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required  by  the 
preceding  section.

Library  Trustees'  Report 


The  Trustees  of  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

All  bills  for  books,  fiieb  lights  and  administration  are  paid. 
The  library  building  has  been  insured  for  $20,000.  contents 
$5,000.  for  five  years  flat  rate.  First  payment  $390.,  yearly 
subsequent  payments  $124.80.  Also,  fire  extingiushers  have 
been  purchased,  the  number,  kind  and  place  in  the  building 
were  decided  by  the  insurance  agent. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Fairman  of  Washington,  D.  C'  has  pre- 
sented to  the  library  51  volumes,  all  dealing  with  histories, 
records,  rosters  of  soldiers  and  Officers  and  reports  of  Ad- 
jutants Generals,  all  relating  to  the  Civil  War.  Also  personal 
memoirs  of  General  U.  S.  Grant  and  a  list  of  battles,  1754  to 
1900,  in  which  the  United  States  was  engaged.  These  make  a 
valuable  addition  to  our  reference  library. 

Mr.  Fairmian's  forebears  were  natives  of  Northfield  and 
John  Fairmian,  a  Revolutionary  ancestor*  is  buried  in  the  West 
Northfield  cemetery. 

Another  most  valuable  addition  to  the  library  building  con- 
sists of  two  beautiful  oil  paintings  and  five  steel  engravings 
given  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  Thatcher.  These  make  a  vertiable  art 
gallery,  especially  valuable  to  lovers  and  students  of  art.  They 
are  hung  in  the  large  hall  which  was  designed  by  Mr.  Dick- 
inson for  this  purpose.  The  list  is  as  follows :  Two  rural 
scenes  in  oil  by  D.  F,  Wentworth ;  the  engravings  are  War- 
wick Castle,  Milan  Cathedral;  Poets  Corner  of  Westminester 
Abby ;  Harvest  in  the  Highlands,  and  a  French  scene.

School  Superintendent's  Report 


We  respectively  submit  this,  our  fourth  annual  report,  to 
the  School  Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Northfield ; 

We  give  below  data  taken  from  the  report  of  the  state  last 
July,  for  the  year  ending  at  that  time. 

The  teaching  staff  was  comiposed  of  sixteen  teachers,  one 
special  teacher  of  music  and  a  superintendent  for  a  part  of  his 
time.  Four  of  the  teachers  were  college  graduates,  five  were 
graduates  of  normal  schools  and  seven  were  graduates  of  sec- 
ondary schools  w^ith  training  varying  from  one  summer  course 
to  the  eauivalent  of  nearlv  two  vears.  Many  of  these  teachers 
have  years  of  experience  to  their  credit.

We  have  endteavored  to  miaintain  the  organization  of  the 
past  year  with  a  few  developments  v/here  needed.  The 
teachers  have  been  retained  as  far  as  possible  and  the  equip- 
ment improved  to  meet  the  larger  classes  in  the  high  school. 
The  old  furnaces  in  the  south  end  of  the  building  have  been 
replaced  with  new  ones  and  the  building  at  the  Farms  has 
been  renovated  and  the  upper  room  re-seated.  We  are  endev- 
oring  to  keep  the  standard  as  high  as  that  maintained  by  other 
schools,  meeting  the  approval  of  the  colleges  and  normal 
schools.  Our  high  school  is  of  certificate  grade  and  is  in  Class 
A  of  the  State  Aided  schools.  A  few  new  texts  in  Reading 
have  been  secured  and  the  review  work  in  the  Geography  of 
the  eighth  grrade  has  been  reorganized.  The  work  in  Physiol- 
ogv  and  Civics  conforms  to  the  state  reauirem_ents. 

The  schools  building  are  in  prood  condition  with  the  execp- 
tion  of  the  one  at  West  Northfield.  A  special  anpropriation 
should  be  made  to  paint  and  renovate  this  building.  The 
Mountain  School  could  be  located  in  a  section  more  central 
for  those  who  attend.  The  old  building  should  be  moved  or 
a  new  one  built  near  the  Savory  farm.  We  are  making  im- 
provements each  year  and  g-raduallv  bringing  our  buildings  to 
a  sanitary  and  practical  condition  for  service. 

We  hope  to  make  developments  in  the  school  system  as 
needed.  We  do  not  expect  radical  changes  in  educational 
policies  in  the  near  'future.  What  we  have  done  seems  per- 
manent and  a  basis  for  some  improvements  each  year.  The 
development  of  school  libraries  for  the  middle  jrrades  seems 
necessary  in  the  near  future.    The  appropriation  for  text 
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books  can  mieet  this  need  this  year.  There  should  be  a  greater 
use  of  the  pubHc  Hbraries  in  the  upper  grades. 

There  has  been  but  a  sHght  increase  in  the  cost  of  schools 
this  year.  The  funds  have  been  carefully  expended  by  the 
school  board  in  a  practical  business  manner.  We  have  secured 
normal  graduates  to  fill  our  vacancies  this  year.  This  has  been 
at  a  slight  increase!  in  salary,  but  an  improvement  in  efficiency. 

We  have  received  the  co-operation  of  the  school  board  and 
teachers  during  the  year.  The  Board  has  taken  over  some  of 
the  business  end  of  the  schools  and  allowewd  the  superintend- 
ent more  time  to  devote  to  strictly  educational  matters  in  the 
district.  We  hope  for  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of 
the  town  in  securing  adequate  appropriations  and  maintaining 
efifecient  schools.  I  beHeve  the  work  of  all  the  teachers  should 
be  cornmended.  We  regret  we  could  not  continue  the  physical 
instructor,  but  many  of  the  teachers  are  doing  satisfactory 
work  in  this  subject.  We  need  the  public  interest  in  our 
schools.  The  schools  are  open  to  visitors  at  all  times  and  we 
beleive  that  a  conference  with  the  teachers  will  remove  many 
misunderstandings.  Let  us  work  together.

Report  of  High  School  Principal 


Mr.  E.  J.  Best'  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Dear  Sir : 

Herewith  I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Northfield  High  School. 

Although  the  enrollment  for  the  previous  school  year  was 
unusually  small,  the  one  in  September  was  the  largest  since  I 
have  been  here,  and  indications  point  to  a  steady  increase  in 
number

Miss  Dorothy  Tyrrell  of  Suffield,  Connecticut,  with  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  Boston  University,  takes 
Miss  Neilon's  place  in  the  French  Department.  She  also 
teaches  History  and  Eighth  Grade  Physiology,  which  was  in- 
troduced for  the  first  time  last  February.  It  is  being  given  th^ 
first  half  of  this  year,  to  be  followed  by  a  new  course  in  in- 
dustrial Geography  the  second  half. 

Our  courses  have  generally  followed  the  plan  of  last  year, 
with  the  changes  necessitated  by  alternating  courses.  The 
Business  Departmtent  still  continues  popular  with  a  class  of 
twenty-one  in  Business  Arithmetic,  to  be  followed  by  Book- 
keeping in  February. 

After  the  first  of  last  January  the  Cooking  Class  served 
two  hot  lunches  a  week  until  June.  By  a  nominal  charge  for 
these  the  department  was  able  to  meet  its  grocery  bills.  This 
year  a  class  of  twenty  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  are  taking 
lDe,ginners'  Sewing.  They  have  already  completed  apronS' 
night-gowns,  slips,  bloomers,  and  are  now  making  skirts  and 
blouses.  The  weeks  just  preceding  Christmmas  were  spent  on 


ipresents.  The  size  of  the  class  has  necessitated  some  exipendii- 
ture  on  the  machines.  An  advanced  course  in  Sewing  is  being 
given  to  those  who  completed  the  preliminary  course  two 
years  ago.  This  being  supplemented  by  an  interesting  period 
in  Heme  Nursing,  given  by  Miiss  Ekert  each  week.  By  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Kidder,  "The  Northfield"  and  other  friends 
a  bed  and  bedding  were  provided  for  several  weeks  demon- 
stration and  practice  in  bed-making  and  care  of  the  patient 
in  bed. 

Miss  Ekert  has  also  started  a  class  in  First  Aid  for  the 
boys.  So  far  the  theory  and  practice  in  bandaging  have  been 
taken  up. 

A^gain  the  Story  Contest  was  held  in  February,  open  this 
time  to  the  Sophomores  in  addition  to  the  upper  classes,  and 
was  won  by  Kenneth  Woodbury,  1926.  His  story  appeared  in 
subsequent  issue  of  the  Press.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Bittinger  the  school  has  been  given  two  ten  inch  columns  in 
the  paper  each  week.  Elsie  Holton  is  Editor  in  Chief,  with  as- 
sistant editors  in  the  Sports*  Literary,  News,  and  Jokes  De- 
partments.

Report  of  School  Physician 


To  the  School  Committee : 

As  required  by  Chapter  71  sec.  54  and  57,  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts,  I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1924. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  our  school  buildings  are  fairly 
satisfactory.  Three  htmdred  sixty-eight  pupils  have  been 
carefully  examined  and  rerirds  of  all  defects  kept  by  the 
school  nurse  oft  cards  furnished  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Also  cards  have  been  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  speci- 
^  fying  conditions  needing  the  attention  of  a  physician. 

As  a  whole  the  public  school  children  are  in  good  health, 
excepting  a  few  who  are  not  properly  nourished. 

One  epidemic  of  purulent  conjunctvitis  occurred  in  district 
No.  3  but  was  soon  controlled. 

Under  the  superivision  of  our  .  District  Health  Officer  the 
administration  oi  the  Schick  test  was  offered  every  pupil,  but 
-  the  parents  of  only  56  consented  to  have  this  test  applied. 
This  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  as  it  is  proved  by  exper- 
ience that  the  adminstration  of  toxin-antitoxin  prevents  diph- 
theria. 

A  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles  appeared  in  Dis- 
tricts No.  3  and  4.  These  were  cared  for  by  the  family  physic- 
ian of  the  respective  families  and  by  careful  quarantine  these 
diseases  were  soon  controlled.

Infant  mortality  is  the  most  sensitive  part  of  social  welfare. 
Mortality  among  babies  would  be  much  less  if  they  were  well 
born  and  well  cared  for.  The  last  statistics  show  infant  mort- 
ality to  be  82  per  thousand  live  births,  babies  under  one  year. 
Ten  years  previous  118  per  thousand.  The  decrease  in  death 
rate  being  gradual. 

With  these  figures  in  mind  one  knows  Child  welfare  work 
is  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  nursing.  This  branch 
of  community  nursing  will  grow  in  Northfield  as  the  work 
progresses. 

Besides  the  usual  nursing  visits  made  in  the  community  I 
spent  two  weeks  at  Betsey  Moody  Cottage  and  gave  nursing 
care  to  all  who  needed  it  at  that  time.  The  compensation  for 
the  work  was  turned  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  school  routine  work  is  about  the  same  each  year:  As- 
sisting the  school  physician,  getting  physical  defects  corrected, 
preventing  epidemics  of  infectious  deseases  as  much  as  possi- 
ble, health  talks  and  individual  advice  to  each  child  regarding 


cleanliness,  care  of  teeth,  posture  etc.

A  Clinic  was  conducted  in  June  whereby  all  children  10  per- 
cent or  morel  under  weight  could  receive  an  examination  free 
of  charge. 

Classes  for  teaching  first  aid  and  Home  care  of  the  sick 
have  been  organized  in  the  High  school. 

The  ideal  school  of  the  future  will  teach  all  girls  how  to 
intelligently  care  for  a  baby,  home  care  of  the  sick»  and  the 
importance  of  health  in  the  home. 

Two*  days  were  given  to  Gill  schools  because  of  the  inability 
of  their  regular  school  nurse  to  attend  them.
